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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to amendment /reconsideration filed on 
08/26/2009, the amendment/reconsideration has been considered. Claims 1, 3, 5, 11, 
15, 15 and 22 have been amended, Claim 21 has been canceled and therefore, Claims 

1 . 3, 5, 1 1 , 1 3, 1 5 and 22 are pending for examination, the rejection cited as stated 
below. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's argument filed on 08/26/2009 in light of newly filed amendment to the 
claims has been fully considered and is persuasive. The rejections to the claims 1 , 3, 5, 
11, 13, 15 and 22 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding independent claims 1,11 and 22 the prior art of the record neither 
alone or in combination teaches among other things, a holding unit configured to hold 
device identification information corresponding to the predetermined printing device, the 
device identification information including first device identification information and 
second device identification information; 

an obtaining unit configured to obtain accounting information, including a number 
of sheets printed, based on an image forming operation from the predetermined printing 
device; 
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a determination unit configured to compare a combination of a first device 
identifier and a second device identifier received from the predetermined printing 
device with the device identification information held by said holding unit, and determine 
whether at least one of the first device identifier and the second device identifier 
identification information is being managed; 

a communication controlling unit configured to issue a notification to an external 
apparatus if said determination unit determines that the first device identifier is not being 
managed and the second device identifier is being managed or if said determination unit 
determines that the first device identifier is being managed and the second device 
identifier is not being managed, and not to issue the notification to the external 
apparatus if said determination unit determines that neither the first device identifier nor 
the second device identifier is being managed, the external apparatus being capable of 
receiving the notification through a predetermined communications line and managing a 
plurality of information processing apparatuses; and 

an updating unit configured to update the device identification information held by 
said holding unit in accordance with an update notification, for updating a combination 
of the first device identification information and the second device identification 
information, from the external apparatus, 

wherein the notification issued by said communication controlling unit includes 
information indicating that either the first device identifier or the second device identifier 
is not being managed, 
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wherein if said determination unit determines that the first device identifier is 
being managed and the second device identifier is not being managed or if said 
determination unit determines that the first identifier is not being managed and the 
second device identifier is being managed, said communication controlling unit restricts 
notifying the external apparatus of the accounting information obtained from the 
predetermined printing device by said obtaining unit until the device identification 
information is updated by said updating unit, and 

wherein the first device identification information includes internet protocol 
address information, and the second device identification information includes media 
access control (MAC) address information.
